Roosevelt won a derisive victory In 
the Republican state convention here 
and the Taft administration and the 
managers of the recent national con- I 
vsntlon In Chicago were as decisively 
rebuked. 
Republicans of Iowa were left free 
to vote either for President Taft or 
Colonel Roosevelt next November by 
the action of the delegates. 
The mat 
ter was left entirely to the ‘‘individual 
conscience of the voter,” and the plat 
form, containing a direct attack upon 
the legality of the Chicago convention, 
wa# adopted by an overwhelming vote. 
The progressives dominated the con­ 
vention from beginning to the end. 
Despite a hard struggle, led by Gov 
ernor B. F. Carroll, a T aft adherent, 
to procure the endorsement of the na 
tional platform, the amendment of 
fered by the Iowa executive, contain­ 
ing this endorsement, was laid on file 
table by a vote of 773 to 342. 
Governor Carroll presented the mi 
Bority resolutions report, which, in ad 
dltion to the national platform matter, 
asked for the elimination from the ma­ 
jority platform of the plank condemn­ 
ing the whole Chicago convention as 
fraudulently made up. 
He started a 
demonstration for Roosevelt, lasting 
rsarly twenty minute*, when he said 
that the national platform “ was not 
tainted," but had been adopted in Chi­ 
cago by a large majority, not includ­ 
ing the contested delegates, and that 
this was done with the help of ''such 
progressives as 
Borah, 
Hadley and 
Cummins delegates.” 


The Plank Carroll Opposed. 


The plank follows: 
"T h e Republicans of Iowa believe In 
the rule of the people. 
W e believe 
that the popular will, when fairly ex­ 
pressed 
in 
convention 
or 
primary, 
should be faithfully observed. 
Grave 
and serious abuses of the convention 
and caucus system of nominating our 
national candidates have brought the 
party to a condition in which great 
numbers of our loyal adherents ques­ 
tion the integrity of the nominations 
made 
by 
our 
national 
convention. 
However, we urge upon every Repub­ 
lican to stand loyally by all of the 
party nominations made in the state, 
in districts and in counties, leaving to 
hts individual conscience the contro­ 
versy over the national nominations.” 
No mention either of Taft or Roose­ 
velt was made In the document, which 
commends “ Republican achievements 
and 
endorses 
progressive 
policies.”

— Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas passenger train No. 
9, known as the K aty Lim ited, was 
held up by six masked men near Cof­ 
feyville, Ran. 
The bandits held the 
train two hours, during which time the 
passengers and

two of the robbers while the other 
four exploded nine charges of dyna­ 
mite in their unsuccessful attempt to 
blast open the safe in the baggage 
car, 
No effort was made to rob the 
passengers and no one was injured. 
The robbers finally left, fearing they 
might be surprised by the approach oi 
another traiin or the arrival cf officer* 
who might have been sent to learr. 
what was delaying the train. 
Soon after the holdup was reported 
posses were organized at various towns 
along the line and a systematic search 
begun. 
It is believed the fugitives 
sought refuge in the hills south of 
Bartlesville, Okla. 


O yster Ray, N. Y., Ju ly l l . — Imme 
diate downward revision of the tariff 
Is likely to be one of the demands 
made by the new party headed by 
Colonel Roosevelt.

According to the present program, 
the demand for action will be restrict­ 
ed to those schedules which, in the 
opinion of the party heads, are obvi­ 
ously high. 
The woolen and cotton 
schedules were pointed out as perhaps 
the best examples. 
W hether the plat­ 
form will enumerate specific schedules 
and pledge Itself to scale them down­ 
ward or w ill content itself with a gen 
era! declaration of the principle upon 
which it will aet has not been decided 
Colonel Roosevelt has been told that 
the sentiment of the country, especial 
ly in 
the 
West, 
where his largest 
measure of support is looked for is em­ 
phatically in favor of quick action on 
the tariff. 
The election of a Demo­ 
cratic m ajority in the house of repre 
seratatives in 1910 was cited in sup 
port of the argument that the progres­ 
sive party must pledge itself to down 
ward revision. 


Colonel Favors a Commission. 


During his campaign for the Repub­ 
lican 
presidential 
nomination, 
in 
which, he said, he had expressed his 
views upon the tariff, the former pres 
ident declared himself in favor of a 
commission 
to investigate the rela­ 
tions 
between labor and the tariff, 
with the idea of making such an ad­ 
justm ent that the benefits of the tar­ 
iff would reach the wage workers. 
He did not declare himself in favor 
of revision before the establishment of 
such a commission, but those closely 
associated with him express the opin­ 
ion that he w ill use his influence to 
have the progressive convention de­ 
clare for immediate revision in the 
platform. 
As to the various remedial measures 
to be adopted such as the Initiative, 
referendum or recall, Colonel Roose­ 
velt said that his interest in them was 
secondary to the ends which they are 
designed to achieve. 
" It is all a part of the system to get 
Justice,” he continued. 
“ You can get 
my doctrines from my speeches. 
I arn 
trying to get them in practical shape 
for the campaign, the basic idea of 
which is to be the solution, as far as 
possible, of the great economic and so­ 
cial problems.” 
Herbert Knox Smith, commissioner 
of corporations, came to Oyster Bay to 
discuss with the former president the 
relations of the government to corpo­ 
rations.

Th* N aniw a Is the Cruiser W hich B e ­ 
gan the War W ith China. 
The cruiser Naniwa, which was re­ 
cently wrecked off tile Kurila islands, in 
the north Pacific, was the flagship of 
Admiral Togo in the Chinese-Jnpnnese 
war of 1S94. 
The Naniwa is a cruiser of 3.G50 tons 
and was in 1894 the flagship of the 
first flying squadron of the Japanese 
navy. 
A shot from the vessel started 
the Chinese-Jnpnnese war. 
The Kowshing, a transport flying the 
British flag, with a British captain and 
crew and carrying 1,100 Chinese sol­ 
diers. was overtaken by Togo in the 
Na iii WH. 
Ile brought the transport to 
a stop by firing two blank cartridges. 
Togo then sent a lieutenant aboard the 
Kowshing, demanding that the trans­ 
ient turn about and steam back with 
the Naniwa to the Japanese fleet. The 
captain of the Kowshing agreed to do 
this, but his British officers and the 
C h in le soldiers mutinied. 
After four 
hours’ delay Togo opened fire and sank 
the transport. 
This began the war 
with China, throughout which the Na­ 
niwa was Togo’s flagship, it was heav­ 
ily pounded by Chinese guns iu various 
engagements, 
but suffered 
no vital 
damage.
